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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  320--- 1916. 


For  the  opening  and  extending  of  Boerger  Avenue  from  the 
first  alley  west  of  Piqua  Avenue  to  Piqua  Avenue, 

Resolved  Toy  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open 
and  extend  Boerger  Avenue  from  the  first  alley  West  of  Piqua  Avenue 
to  Piqua  Avenue. 

Said  opening  and  extending  as  herein  described  to  be  made  by 
condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  a piece  of- land 
fifty  ( 50 T feet  in  width  commencing  at  a point  on  the  East  line  of 
Calhoun  Place  Addition,  where  the  North  line  of  Boerger  Avenue 
intersects  the  same,  thence  East  on  the  North  line  of  Boerger  Avenue 
produced  East  to  Piqua  Avenue,  thtence  southeast  to  a point  on  the 
west  line  of  Piqua  Avenue  that  is  fifty  (50)  feet  from  and  parallel 
to  the  North  line  of  Boerger  Avenue  produced  East,  thence  west 
parallel  to  the  North  line  of  Boerger  Avenue  produced  East  to  the 
eaet  line  of  Calhoun  Place  Addition,  thence  North  fifty  (50)  feet 
to  place  of  beginning. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  opening  and  extending 
of  Boerger  Avenue  from  the  east  line  of  Calhoun  Place  Addition  to 
Piqua  Avenue  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  city. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  opening  and  extending  of  Boerger  Avenue  as  abovd  described 
is  described  as  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  not  occupied  by  streets 
and  alleys  lying  south  of  a line  that  is  halfway  distant  between 
Rudisill  Boulevard  and  Boerger  Avenue  produced  East  to  the  east  line 
of  Lot  No.  7 of  Koehler's  partition,  weet  of  the  east  line  of  Lots 
Nos.  7 and  9 Koehler’s  partition.  North  0?  a line  that  is  half  way 
distant  between  Boerger  Avenue  and  Branning  Avenue  and  Br aiming  Avenue 
produced  Eaet  to  the  east  line  of  Lot  No,  9 Koehler's  partition  and 
East  of  Fairfield  Avenue, 

All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  lots  and  lands  affected 
by  the  above  described  opening  and  extending  of  Boerger  Avenue  being 
situated  within  the  corporate"  limits  of  thecity  of  Fort  Wayne,
